Several Projects Await Actio 
of Government to Secure 
Funds. 


(By the Associated Press) 
PORT-AU*FR'INCE.— As a result 
off the passage of an extraordinary 
credit of $300,000 by the Haitian 
Council of State, the Department 
of Public Works will usher in 1923 
with a vigorous campaign for the 
development of Haiti. Several pro­ 
jects of vital importance have been 
waiting for months for the neces­ 
sary funds, and all of these will 
receive 
a 
considerable 
impetus 
through the action of the Council 
of State, a body of 21 Haitians rep­ 
resenting as many sections of the 
island. 
The realization of 
.the 
Haitian Loan of $16,000,000 made 
it possible to vote the credit, for 
the revenues of Halt! are inade­ 
quate. 
Foremost among the projects that 
have been planned by Commander 
Archibald L. Parsons, Chief of the 
Department of Public Works, wTho 
was detailed for that post from 
the Corps of Civil Engineers of the 
United States Nary, are road-build­ 
ing; bridging of important streams 
that in the rainy .season have been 
impassable; detailed studies for ir­ 
rigation work 
in the 
Artibonite, 
Arcahaie, Cul-de-Sac 
and 
Leogane 
Plains; the installation of new cop­ 
per wire and general improvement 
of Haiti’s telegraph and telephone 
1 systems, and the construction of 
new automatic lighthouses and har­ 
bor improvements. 
The construction of the long-pro­ 
jected road through the interior of 
Haiti to link up with the Santo 
Domingo road system will open lip 
Haiti’s most isolated section 
to 
trade. 
The detailed studiV? neces­ 
sary to the’ actual irrigation of the 
plans 
promise 
to 
make 
approxi­ 
mately 300,000 acres of 
parched 
lands productive areas in the near 
future. The beginning of work on 
the other projects will go (far toward 
furthering the . economic 
develop­ 
ment of this nation. 
The timely action of the Council 
of States has also made it possible 
for the ten treaty engineers, 
of 
whom nine are officers of the Civil 
Engineers Corps of thh Navy, to 
finish all preparations and carry 
their work 
to 
completion before 
the rainy season sets in. Of the 
total credit $55,000 has been made 
available for *the purchase of tools 
and 
material 
and already 
vessels 
are 
on their way to .Haiti 
with 
the bulk of these supplies. Conctruc- 
tion work on the interior road that 
will 
link the two republics, with 
foundations for a bridge across the 
Artibonite, Haiti’s largest river, was 
voted $15,000. The sum of $20,000 
i was set aside for detailed 
studies 
of irrigation and road projects, and 
$30,000 
for the rehabilitation of 
the telegraph and telephone services 
For bridge work there was voted 
$77,000, and for aids to navigation 
$28,000, including both lighthouses 
and wharve construction. 
The expenditure of this sum will 
put money into circulation iii Haiti’s 
poorest sections, 
give 
work 
to 
thousands 'who are now suffering 
from 
irregular 
employment, 
and 
promote trade and intercouse. Com­

Missouri Egg-laying Contest. 
For twelve years the Poultry Ex­ 
perim ent station a t Mountain Grove, 
Mo., has been conducting year-long 
egg laying contests, It having been 
one of the first to inaugurate an of­ 
ficially conducted competition. Dur­ 
ing <these years, 
Plymouth Rocks, 
Wyandottes, Leghorns, R. I. Reds, 
Anconas and R. I. W hites have car­ 
ried off individual and pen records 
with 
high 
scores scattered «juite 
impartially among all the breeds 
contesting. 
This year a pen of five S. C. 
White Leghorns carried off the ban­ 
ner for pen production with an 
average of 256.4 eggs per hen, the 
highest 
goore in this pen being 
268 
eggs and the lowest 249. 
A Barred Rock 
hen carried off 
individual honors with a score of 
293 eggs. 
Out of a total of 300 hens in 
the contest, 134 made records of 
200 eggs per hen. 
The ten high hens for the year, 
producing from 268 to 293 eggs 
per hen, included 
Barred 
Rocks, 
White Wyandottes, S. C. Anconas, 
and 
S. C. White Leghorns. The ten 
high 
pens included all of these and 
Rhode Island Whites in addition, 
the 
lowest pen 
average 
in this 
group being 224 eggs per hen. 
AH liens were fed alike. The mash 
used was made up in the follow­ 
ing proportion: 25 pounds bran, 25 
pounds shorts, 30 pounds corn meal, 
IO pounds ground oats, 12 pounds 
beef scraps and I f-2 pounds fine 
salt. A moistened mash was 
fed 
ekch morning while the dry mash 
was kept in hoppers all the time 
accessible. 
Grain feed consisted of a mix­ 
ture of 50 pounds cracked corn and 
50 pounds whole wheat, most of 
which was given in the evening 
and the birds allowed to eat all 
they wanted. An average of 40.9 
•pounds of grain each was consum­ 
ed (by the total number of hens, 
and an average of 4?..6 pounds of 
mash. The average cost of feed per 
hen for the year was $1.43, which 
expenses increased to $1.75 per hen 
by added cost of straw for litter, 
oyster shells and egg shipping cases. 
The sale of eggs at an 
average 
price of 30 cents per dozen, aver­ 
aged $4.80 per hen, leaving a net 
profit of $2.05 per hen above all 
producing costs, except labor. All 
feed wag bought on the local re­ 
tail market. 
The one thing in this contest 
that could not be profitably dupli­ 
cated on almost any farm was the 
small pen system, but the farm has 
something that will heavily counter­ 
balance that in abundance of gras­ 
sy range. 
In Nebraska’s laying contest the 
hens are kept in flocks of about 
IOO hens each with a fenced, gras­ 
sy range, among large trees, of a 
half acre for each 
flock. Under 
these practically farm range condi­ 
tions hens last year averaged 161 
eggs per hen. Most of Missouri’s 
contestants have had years of ex­ 
perience in breeding up their flocks, 
while many of Nebraska’s are just 
beginning to develop 
the laying 
capacity of their birds.—Nebraska 
Farmer.
